DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 12, 15, 16, 17, 18 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record, in single or in combination, fails to disclose 

explicitly the limitations of: 

"determining a new value for the variable of the first queue, the new value 
based on a mathematical operation using a previous value for the variable at a 
point in time prior to transmission of the packet and a factor scaling the priority of 
the first queue multiplied with a factor relating to a size of the packet transmitted 
from the first queue, the new value not fulfilling the predetermined criterion" as 
disclosed in claim 1 . 

"determining a new value for the variable of the first queue, the new value 
relating to a mathematical operation using a previous value for the variable at a 
point in time prior to transmission of the packet and a factor scaling the priority of 
the first queue multiplied with a factor relating to a size of the packet transmitted 
from the first queue, the new value not fulfilling the predetermined criterion" as 
disclosed in claim 10. 

3. Additionally, all of the further limitations in claims 3, 6, 7, 8, 9, 1 2, 1 5, 1 6, 
17, 18 are allowable since the claims are dependent upon the independent 
claims.
